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Illinois Library School says that 
Library School graduates with the 
master’s degree (’51) are receiving 
salaries ranging from $2,600 to 
$4,800, with an average of $3,415. 
The average salary for the grad- 
uate with the fifth-year master’s 
degree was $3,284, while for those 


in the sixth-year group it was 
$3,546. 
Indiana University will offer 


professional Library Science cour- 
ses during the coming summer ses- 
sion, June 18 to August 15. The 
undergraduate program consists of 
a sequence of eighteen semester 
hours of Library Science and guid- 
ed electives taken as a part of the 
requirements for the A.B. or B.S. 
degree. Persons who have com- 
pleted a minimum of two years of 
acceptable college work are eligible 
to apply for admission to the un- 
dergraduate library training pro- 
gram and may complete the eigh- 
teen semester-hour sequence of 
courses in two summer sessions. 
Graduate students may work to- 
ward the M.A. degree in Library 
Science, granted by the Graduate 
School, or the M.S. in Education 
degree for school librarians, grant-

The book return is similar to 
the drop letter box at the post of-| 
fice but considerably larger. 
Books may be deposited in it at any 
time, day or night. The receptacle 
will be emptied by library employ- 
ees several times a day.

‘To operate the book return, pat- 
rons pull down a_ large lever, 
which, in opening the receptacle 
provides a shelf on which the books 
may be placed. The shelf is cover- 
ed by a large metal hood, so that 
books will not be damaged by 
weather. When the lever is tipped 
up the books slide to a spring-oper- 





ated shelf which tips them gently 


to the bottom of the container, 


preventing damage to the volumes. 

Mrs. Harriet E. Bard, librarian, 
says that drive-up book returns are 
being used with great success by 
libraries over the country. The 
book returns have stimulated use 
of library facilities wherever they 
have been installed. 

The drive-up returns enable 
patrons to bring back books at any 
time, combining a stop at the li- 
brary with other errands. Librar- 
ies using the drive-up returns re- 
port that they are an aid in getting 
books returned on time and that
